Bank of England Note Issues 


(From Los Angeles Financial News.) 


In deciding now to Issue notes for ten shillings 
($2.43) and one pound ($4.87), England has only fol­ 
lowed the Continental powers in the effort to sup­ 
ply the deficiency of small currency which has been 
caused by the disappearance of gold, says the Wall 
Street Journal. 
Already, long before the present 
war flurry, the governments of Russia, Germany, 
Italy and Belgium had adopted the system of small 
notes, and France and Switzerland have been driven 
to it by the events of the past ten days. In the first 
named group of countries, the policy of issuing small 
notes has been in force for several } ears. 
It was 
a part of tho policy discussed at tho German Bank 
Inquiry of 1908 to draw gold out of circulation and 
store It in the vaults of tile Reichsbank. 
Russia, when she first resumed specie payments 
in 1897, endeavored to create a gold circulation like 
that of England; but after the war witli Japan she 
reversed tills policy, and in recent years notes for 
ten roubles ($5.15) or less have come to constitute 
nearly half of the noto 
circulation. 
France 
and 
Switzerland, weighted down as they were with legal, 
tender silver, preferred to reserve the power to is­ 
sue small notes for a wrar measure, and their pre­ 
science in this respect has been vindicated by the 
events of the last few days. 
Tho immediate occasion of the issue of small notes 
in England is to meet the demand for currency of 
small denominations to replace the sovereigns and 
half sovereigns which are being hoarded or exported. 
Not since the recovery from the Napoleonic wars 
have notes been issued in England for less than JUS. 
Scotland and Ireland, however, fought resolutely and 
successfully to keep their L l notes, aud enlisted in 
Scotland the eloquent pen of Sir Walter Scott. More 
recently the wisdom of increasing the gold stock of 
tho Bank of England and the joint stock banks by 
drawing into the bunks the gold in circulation was 
urged by Lord Gosehem. 
His plan was to issue a 
larger amount of silver coin or silver notes and to 
look up in the bank tile gold which they replaced. 
Even if the outcome of the present war leaves the 
fabric of British finance unshaken, it is probable that 
gold as an actual medium of exchange lias seen its 
best days in England; and that tho bank will here­ 


after follow the Continental system of massing the 
gold in its own vaults, where it is available as a 
guaranty for credit, instead of leaving it to the vicis­ 
situdes of general circulation. 
Prior to the monetary panic of 1825 the Bank of 
England had on several occasions issued notes in 
denominations of less than five pounds, 
in the lat­ 
ter part of tjie 18th century tho bank issued L 1 and 
£ 2 notes, and to further supply the demand for small 
currency imported a large number of Spanish dol­ 
lars, which were current at 4s. 9d., about Id. more 
than their current market value. By 1821 the Batik 
of England had anticipated tile suppression of tile 
L l notes by accumulating bullion to the amount of 
£14,200,000. 
A change in tho 
government 
policy 
made it unnecessary for tile Dank to use the large 
volume of gold to support expected losses when the 
small notes were suppressed, but general panic con­ 
ditions caused the amount to shrink to Ll,260,890 
within two years. 
In the latter part of 1825 the Bank of England is­ 
sued another 500,000 L l notes which had been held 
In reserve for a previous authorization, and when 
these notes were sent throughout Hie country tile 
panic was allayed. 
Some of tile British ministers 
then thought that the small notes should he with­ 
drawn and a metallic currency substituted, and the 
Ministry prohibited any more stamps being issued 
to country hanks for L l and L2 notes. 
A motion 
to continue the si ill notes of the Bauk of England 
was defeated. 
The Bank of England passed through tho monetary 
panic of 1838-39 without issuing any more notes of 
small denomination, although severe drains were 
made on the hank’s bullion. 
The Bank Charter act 
was passed in 1844, aud it was supposed that com­ 
mercial crises and monetary panics had been ended 
forever. 
The act placed an absolute limit on tho 
discretion of the bank in issuing notes. 
Neither 
were any small notes Issued iii the panic of 1847. In 
the monetary panic of 1857 and 1866, the latter be­ 
ing the last large one in England, and in the crisis 
el 1890, the Bank of England was authorized to ex­ 
tend its note issues, but they were of normal denom­ 
inations.

corporators supply all the capital, do 
not, for obvious reasons, come uuder 
tile luw. 
The public has no interest 
in regulating them. 
But the public* 
has an interest in supervising the pro­ 
motion of mining and oil companies, 
and all those industries that call on 
the ‘’market” for help. 
A vote for the 
Blue Sky law will be one for the pro­ 
tection of the investor and the law­ 
fully managed company, as against the 
shyster and the wildcatter.

There are enorm ous crushes at the 
railway stations, requiring the use of 
all the available police to control the 
crowds and prevent any serious acci­ 
dents. 
The governm ent is encouraging ev­ 
ery non-combatant voluntarily to leave 
the city so that, should a siege actual­ 
ly com e, the number who will have to 
be fed w ill be the minimum.

WHAT WEALTH REALLY IS 


In an address delivered before the South Dakota 
B ankers Association in session at Aberdeen, W. B. 
H arrison, Secretary of the S ta te B ankers Associa­ 
tion of Oklahoma, gave his view of life and a new 
concept of wealth, 
H e spoke in p a rt as follows: 


“How many of us, who daily pursue the phantom 
of wealth, have stopped to consider w hat wealth 
really is? 
Have wo not thought of it as som ething 
physical and limited, possessed only after w earying 
pursuit, held fast by a few and vainly longed for 
by a m ultitude? 
This com m on view, I hold radically 
wrong. 
All wealth is relative. 
F o rty centuries ago 
th e m an who was m o n arch of all he surveyed was 
rich indeed, com pared with the sta te of those with 
w hom lie was surrounded. 
But the laborer of today, 
w ho is said to earn a m eag er livelihood for his fain 
oouldily, has riches which not all the w ealth of 
Ptolem y could have purchased. And greatest Croesus 
could not purchase th a t which will be at the com­ 
m and of a poor m an of a few' centuries hence. Be­ 
cause new ideas are being constantly unfolded and 
a s they unfold they open new fields of th ought and 
activity and unlock n ew trea su re houses of riches. 
Hence, if any of you m ay have accum ulated more of 
th is world’s goods th an the average man and may 
h ave been tem pted to Bay to yourself th at you are 
rich, you should re m e m b e r th at th e term is only 
relative and th at som e day w hen new ideas have 
been brought to light w nich now exist only to the 
Infinite intelligence your possessions will appear as 
poor as the crude pro d u ct of the Egyptian potter 
a ppears beside the polished perfection of this age. 
In oth er words, as far as the possession of m aterial 
things is concerned so-called w ealth is not wealth. 


It is but a hum an standard of m easuring our com­ 
parative positions w ith those about us. 
“I am speaking to m en who in th eir respective 
comm unities are locked upon as rich men. 
Your 
experience has tau g h t you th a t th ere is no satis­ 
faction in the m ere possession of t ii at which the 
world calls wealth. 
W ere I to la y .down a form ula 
by which m en m ay attain unto. th a t they desire to 
possess, I would have them banish the spectre of 
hatred, envy and jealousy caused by a false sup­ 
position th at th ere is ju st so m uch riches in this 
world for all m ankind, and th at the problem before 
each of us is how to gee the g re atest sh are of 
these riches. 
I would have men understand th at 
.there is no division of riches am ong hum anity but 
th at each may b e rich without im poverishing any 
other. 
"Do you say th a t such a thing is impossible - an 
idle dream ? 
Then, f ask, w hence com es wealth? 
W ho first built the railroad? 
W as it tile m an who 
sawed ties, moulded rails and ham m ered together 
sheets of iron to form an engine to pass over tho 
rails and ties? 
Long before th at m an ever started 
to saw' a tie or mould a rail or h am m er a bolt, 
the 
vision of the railroad appeared in a hum an con­ 
sciousness. 
The m echanical process only expressed 
th a t idea. 
And long afte r th o .p resen t railroad sya- 
tem s of tile country have reached their highest de­ 
gree of usefulness and have contributed their g re at­ 
e st good to huiuanltv will not o th er visions of other 
m eans of tran sp o rtatio n or navigation, creating new 
riches be brought forth and expressed? 
it is the 
idea th at forma a basis of wealth. 
Now is th e re any 
lim it to the form ation of such ideas? 
W e have been 
accustom ed to regard wealth 
as 
the 
product 
of 
m echanism w hen iii reality it is the product of mind.”

First Revenue Cutters 


One hundred and twenty-four years ago on the 4th 
inst.. George Washington signed the Congressional 
act which established the Fluted States Revenue 
Cutter Service. 
It thus became the first maritime 
force of the American republic, s a y s the New York 
Evening Tost. 
Fifteen months later there were ten 
revenue cutters afloat, officerd by veterans of the old 
Continental navy. These vessels constituted the only 
armed force afloat belonging to the lTuited States 
for the following six years. 
Their duties were to 
patrol the coast, extending in those days from Maine 
to Georgia, to prevent smuggling and to enforce the 
few maritime laws existing in the United States. 
Organized under the Treasury Department, it re­ 
mained in tile discretion of che President to send 
them to war under the navy. 
Fighting French privateers in 1798, the revenue 
cutters captured eighteen of the twenty-two prizes 
taken by the United States, 
in the War of 1813 
they captured the first prize ship, and fought gal­ 
lantly throughout the war. They fought in the Mex­ 
ican War; one of the cutters accompanied the naval 
expedition-against P a r a g u a y in 18.">8. 
During the Civil War they fought with the navy 
aud helped to maintain the blockade of Southern 
ports. In the Spanish-American War, a revenue cut­ 
ter accompanied Dewey into Manila Bay, while the 
crew of another won Congressional medals for its 
spectacular rescue of Ensign Bagley s helpless tor­ 
pedo boat at Cardenas, Cuba. 
Today 43 armed cutters, tugs aud launches, man­ 
ned by 1,728 officers and enlisted men, are on duty. 
One may be going to sea to blow up a derelict that 
has become dangerous to navigation; another search­ 
ing a ship for smuggled goods or examining her 
sailing papers; while a third may be on the way to 
suppress mutiny or piracy, or to enforce neutrality 
laws of American ports. 


Measures on Arizona Ballot 


Arizona will at the coming election vote upon five 
amendments to the constitution of the state, the two 
most important being a $5,OOO,OOO bond issue for a 
state highway and a $5,OOO,OOO bond issue for recla­ 
mation purposes. 
Nine initiative measures will also 
bo voted on. 
The five constitutional amendments that received 
the required number of signatures to go on the ballot 
lot are: the $5,000,000 bond issue for state highways, 
which received 0756 signatures; prohibiting the sale 
of intoxicating liquors, OSIO; abolishing the veto 
power of governor and legislature as applied to ini­ 
tiative aud referendum measures, 3297; $5,OOO,OOO 
bond issue for reclaiming arid lands, 3257; providing 
for prohibition elections, 5787. 
The initiative measures which will appear in tile 
ballot are: to provide for an equal system of taxa­ 
tion; panama exposition appropriation; 
providing 
that 80 per cent of employees must be citizens,of 
the United States; prohibiting blacklisting; old age 
aud mothers' pension; regulating electrical construc­ 
tion; abolishing capital 
punishment; 
creation of 
Miami county; to develop resources of state, estab­ 
lish state banking system, printing plant, etc; and 
providing for semi annual payment of taxes 


Oil Prospects in China 
In a report to the State Department Consul Gen­ 
eral Thomas Sammons at Shanghai says “It is anti­ 
cipated that only a short time will be required by tho 
American experts to demonstrate the prospects in 
Northern China. 
The machinery sent in is capable 
of drilling a well 3,01)0 to 4,000 feet deep. 
At pres­ 
ent some oil wells in Shensi Province have been 
drilled 350 feet by Japanese. The American drilling 
follows an investigation by American geologists.” 
The experts include 19 drillers, sent there by the 
Standard Oil company, who took with the 
p arty 
300 tons of drilling machinery inc hiding four outfits 
of cable tools and two outfits of rotary machinery 
for soft formation work.

Counterfeit ten dollar bills of the Crocker National 
Bank are being circulated in

and the secret service officials have issued warning

Changes Federal Reserve Act 
An amendment to the Federal reserve act to en­ 
able State member banks to keep their reserves in 
other State banks fur thirty six months after the or­ 
ganization of the Federal reserve system has passed 
the Senate. 


Anti-Trust Legislation 


The first of the three administration anti-trust 
measures, the Newlands bill to create a Federal 
Trade Commission, has passed the Senate only 16 
votes being recorded against it. 
Several radical 
amendments have been made to the measure as it 
passed the House and every indication is that it 
will have to go to a Conference Committee. 
The 
bill as amended by the Senate provides for a trade 
commission of five members, each of whom shall re­ 
ceive a salary of $10,000 per year, to succeed to tho 
duties now performed by the Commissioner of Cor­ 
porations with greatly extended authority. The pow­ 
ers of the commission to be divided broadly into 
two classes, one of investigation into the business, 
the financial condition, conduct and management 
of corporations engaged in interstate commerce, and 
the other the issuing and enforcement 
of 
orders 
against “unfair competition” by corporations. 
The 
Commission to make a formal finding in favor of a 
corporation when a practice complained of is found 
to be fair, and allow corporations complained of to 
have counsel at hearings. A restricted court review 
of the Commission's orders, similar to the review 
afforded for orders of the Interstate Commerce. 
It 
also provides that corporations having a capitaliza­ 
tion of $5,000,000 shall maintain an agent in Wash­ 
ington to accept service. 


What Is a Moratorium? 


What is a Moratorium? 
This question has been 
asked you several times since the breaking out of 
the war in Europe. 
You have been unable to ans­ 
wer. The following from an Eastern newspaper will 
aid you. 
“The word ‘Moratorium’ appearing repeatedly now 
in discussions of international credit, has a simpler 
meaning than its length and verbal structure might 
imply. 
If it carries no meaning to the average lay­ 
man lie need not feel chagrined. There are bankers 
and brokers, we venture to affirm, who have had 
their first lesson in its meaning of late. 
And this 
for a very simple reason. 
Only on extraordinary 
occasions do stales resort to a ‘moratorium,’ that is, 
to an emergency legislative act or executive decree 
suspending ordinary provisions of law,relative to pay­ 
ment of indebtedness. 
When a government, acting 
for the welfare of ail its subjects and In obedience 
to the soundest advice it can get, decides to delay 
or rather to postpone tile date when commercial 
obligations must be met according to customary 
rules of honor and cf law, it does it in conformity 
with a higher law of conservation arising from the 
need of the hour, if the structure of credit is to be 
upheld. 
Once the exigency passes and courts, na­ 
tional and international, come to review proceedings 
taken under moratory laws, they usually are deemed 
valid. 
Arbitrary they may be, but having a con­ 
structive purpose and a general application to all 
debtors and creditors caring to take advantage of 
them, they serve their end in the realm of ‘high 
financing’ using that expression in the best sense 
of that term.”

State Money in Banks 
California is now receiving an annual interest from 
money deposited with the banks of the State amount­ 
ing to $300,000 compared with $100,000 three years 
ago. 
In speaking of this matter State Treasurer 
Roberts is optimistic'. He says: 
"The State has now on deposit in various banks 
in the State $10,924,165 and the condition of the 
State treasuo cashier’s office shows that money 
matters are very e a s y with the bunks of California. 
The State is prepared to put on deposit a consider­ 
able amount of money, but there are practically no 
applications lur loans. 
If the hanks are able to 
take additional loans, they could have a million or 
two additional, as the Slate Treasurer will between 
now and August 17 collect $6,SOU,(JOO of franchise' 
taxes. 
"There is In the State Treasury upwards of four 
million dollars in coin and the state has on hand 
with its fiscal agent in New York upwards of $2,000,- 
OOO, drawing interest at 2Vs per cent, which is be­ 
ing withdrawn monthly to take care of the San 
Francisco harbor expenditures for new docks, etc., 
in anticipation of the increased trade next year. due 
to the opening of the Panama canal.

Philippine Sugar Harvest 
The sugar crop just harvested in Iloilo Province 
is the largest in quantity of any since 1908, says a 
correspondent of the State Department at Manilla. 
Notwithstanding the low grade of much of the sugar 
turned out, and the very low prices offered, large 
consignments are being shipped to New York and 
China. 
Some difficulty is being experienced in get­ 
ting sufficient vessels to carry sugar being put on 
the market. 
Two forces are operating to compel 
sales of sugar at the low price now reigning — 
Scarcity of money among the planters and insuf­ 
ficient warehouses for storing the crop. While there 
have been some slight variations in the prices paid 
for sugar sold these prices per picul (139.44 pounds) 
have been realized on the average, according to 
grade; First, $2,875; second, $2.75; third, $2 625; 
fourth, $2.50; fifth, $2,375. 
The prices this year 
range much lower than those for 1908. Fortunately. 
in addition to the big sugar crop, Hollo has had 
an unusually large rice harvest and the Province 
will not have to import any of the cereal this year.
